The evidence ehowed that Dr. Daviii 
waa ■bof while he waa in company with 
Stadcr'i wife. Davis was shot from the 
rear, the bullet enterlnff the baaa of 
the skull. He linRered between life 
aad death for weeks at the city hos- 

The case waa called Friday for the 
founlitim . On each previous callinif 
It was declared that the prosecuting 
wltoeea eould not be found. Dr. Davis 
•aid to Jndffe BoMriek that the Sheriff 
of Hardin county had made no effort to 
locate him; that he had been ill since 
the shooting and knew Friday was the 
day for the trial from the notice that 
appeared tn the newspapara Or. Davia 
admitted having been with Stader'a 
wife when he was shot. 

Stader testified to havinif come to 
Louisville Septemlier 12 and went to the 
home of hie sliter-ln-Iaw, Mrs. A. B. 
Muir, 61'.; I'.ast Chustnut street, where 
his Wife was visilinj^. "They told me 
ny wife had gone out, bat they did not 
know where she had goce. 

I decided to wait up for ber. It waa 
2:30 o'clock In the morninir when I saw 
her eater the front gate. A man was 
with ber and I aaw tbaoi atop at the 
gate. They came up to the front porch. 
She recotinized me and made an outcry 
Just as the man started to run I lost 
my head and shot him as he ran put 
the front gate."
